“tal fielde” formed a wide expanse of green, and the 
blackbird sung where now is heard the sound of the | 
hammer and the roar of the distillery. Either Dean 
Swift knew little of statistics, or lunacy has increased 
enormously in Ireland. He contemplated an asylum 
for 56 patients from the whole of Ireland, Even so 
late, however, as 1790, there were but 200 lunatics 
Supported in our charitable institutions; now, in. Dis- 
trict Asylums alone, above 4,000 patients are cared 
for, and accommodation is prepared for 2,000 more 
to meet the most urgent claims. 

Swift intended his asylum to be located in the 
fresh country, but man has built round it a busy 
portion of the town. Only from some few windows 
can a glimpse of green fields be caught; elsewhere 
the imbecile sees only dead walls, the representative 
of his own mind. In other, and even more important 
respects, the condition of Swift’s Hospital is sadly 
deficient in all the requirements which a humane and 
wise science has deemed 
In the letter of Dr. Nugent, Inspector of Lunatic’ 
Asylams, to Dean Pakenham, we read that the 
interior is dismal and gloomy, 
are insufficiently ventilated, the basement storey 
is aot only dark and cheerless, but damp, and more 
or less unhealthy; the sewerage is very deficient, 
and the offices are ill-constructed and offensive ; 
there are no proper baths, and no suitable apart 
ments for refractory or dangerous patients ; no ma- 
terial structural improvements have been made for 
the last thirty years; and, what cannot now be 
remedied, owing to the growth of buildings round 
the hospital, the airing-ground for 150 lunatics is 
lamentably deficient. 

But two modes present themselves fot correcting 
these evils. One is to add to and alter the 
existing building—a proceeding which would in- 
volye considerable expense, and be inefficient 
You may widen the old windows or 
bresk out new ones; the sewerage may be improved ; 
but no eapenditure can throw open the bright world 
of nature to the lunatic, or secure for him a retired 
walk under green trees. Moreover, the plan of St. 
Patrick's Hospital is such that, without a total re- 
construction of the building, amounting almost to the 
erection of an edifice from the ground, no effective 
system of classification is possible. 

The tendency of modern sanitarians is to throw back 
our educational and lunatic establishments into the 
country, and the plan proposed by Dr. Nugent is 
simply to sell the present building, and erect another 
in some healthy ard cheerful locality, 
two or three miles of Dublin. This can readily be 
accomplished, once we get over the natural passion 
for clinging to old foundations. The gradual savings 
of the Board of Management now amount to an se- 
cumulation of £20,000, lodged in bank to the credit 
The present building and its 
furniture are very moderately valued at £5,000, 
which makes a total of £25,000 available. The 
expense of forming a new asylum, on the best prin- 
ciple, including furniture, the purchase of 24 acres 
of land, architect's fees, &c., is exactly £25,000. As 
has at various times contributed 
£22,000 to Swift's foundation, it is bu reasonable 
to expect that assistance would be cheerfully given 
should the building, by any chance, exceed the

The inmates of Swift’s Hospital at present number 
141; the proposed building would accommodate many 
more. Dr. Nugent, following the example of the 
celebrated Institution at Perth, would divide the 
patients into four distinct classes, not with any view 
to difference of medical treatment or supervision. The 
first class to consist of 65 free patients, or 15 
more than the foundation of Dean Swift contem- 
plated. ‘The second class to contain 40 patients, each 
paying £35 a year. Those between the condition 
of paupers and they who are able to afford 
this sum can be cared for in District Asylums, at 
£20 per head, and are consequently sufficiently 
The third class to be formed of 
those who can pay £60 a year, and the highest 
class to comprise fifty patients, each paying 480 
There would be thus accommodation pro- 
vided for two hundred patients, and the income of 
the institution, calculated on the above scale, and 
including the revenue of the Swift estate, £2,200 a 
year, would produce an income of £10,300. On this 
an annual saving of £1,500 per annum, after deduct- 
ing all expenses, could be made, and this could be 
devoted either to the increase of the establishment 
or the extension of the system to other places in the 
vicinity of the metropolis or in the provinces. As 
Dean Swift founded the hospital out of the proceeds 
of his deanery, it is proposed to set apart twelve 
beds of the first class, six of the second, and sixof the 
third, for those members of the clergy, or their 
families whom Providence usay visit with insanity.

THE BATTLE OF THE VOLTURNO., 

A correspondent of the Journal des Debuts, who 
was present at the battle, gives the following graphic 
description of the relative position of the two armies 
and of the battle. The letter is dated the 2nd 
October 

“ During the last five or six days Garibaldi has shown 
immense activity. The Royalists,on their part, have 
erected formidable works on the right bank of the Vol- 
turno; they hold. most favourable positions, without 
mentioning the fortress of Capua; they are masters of 
the course of the river, which they can cross by the 
bridges from Capua, where the river is little more 
than a ditch, for Capua is built on the right bank. 
From San Clemente to Cajazzo the right bank is 
bristling with guns cleverly masked, and strong 
redoubts thrown up with barricades and draw: 
bridges. 

“ The whole country on the right bank is a trap. Add 
to this an entrenched camp of 20,000 picked troops, elated 
by promises of Royal reward. 

“The base of oporations of the Garibaldians is at 
Maddalori. The left wing stretches from Santa Maria 
to Aversa, protected here by the canal which runs 
through the country, and occupied by Major Corte, with 
the volunteers of Basilicata. Santa Maria, strongly 
fortified, is occupied by General Milvitz, by the Sizilian 
brigade of La Masa, rather an embarrassment than a 
support; by the fine Tuscan regiments Malenchini 
and Zucchieri, and Balbi’s Genoese Carbiniers. The 
head-quarters remain at Caserta. The right wing, covered 
by the mountains, stretches from Dentici, occupied 
by Bixio, who has returned from Genoa, as far as 
Ban Salvatore by San Lunero. At half a mile from 
that village is the Punta del Parco, and a little beyond 
a ravine, capped by a hill which commands Cajazzo. 
The hill is occupied by Garibaldians, Cajazzo by the 
Royalists. A little in advance of Punta del Parco the 
road divides, the one branch leading to Cajazzo, the 
other to Capua. This point is also in the hands of the 
Garibaldiaus. Monte San Angelo, the key of the de- 
sence, commanding the course of the Volturno, has 
triple batteries, entrusted to the Genoese artillerymen 
and to Colonel Spangaro’s corps of General Elber’s 
brigade, under the direction of Captain Fefrara. To 
this position Garibaldi has paid especial care. He has 
Visited the batteries, which consist ot 28 guns, about 50 
SE. Satu "day I took the railway and visited Santa 
Maria. On the preceding day the fire of the outposts 
was incessant. The Royalists seemed determined to 
strike a blow, for Garibaidi’s plan is to remain on the 
defensive. I met the Marquis Pallavicini returning 
from Caserta At Santa Maria I found Garibaldi, much 
agitated, thoughtiul, and his face blackened by exposure 
to the sun. The station was full of artillery carriages, 

„&., and aides-de-camp were giving orders for all 
to be pushed on towards the Volturno. During the 
night I heard the sound of cannon towards San Angelo. 
The night passed quietly. 

“ On Sunday, the 30th of September, at daybreak, 
Santa Maria was all astir. The soldiers were consigned 
to the barracks; Garibaldi started for San Angelo; 
troops continued to arrive, and artillery galloped 
through the town, The faces of the people are pale 
andagitated. The tricoloured flag is partially taken 
down from some of the houses, and the gates of many 
of them are closed. 

“1 started for San Angelo when I heard the voice of 
the cannon, and I arrived in time. Two battalions, com- 
manded by Castellini, were attempting to throw a bridge 
over the Volturno. Protected by Monte’s artillery, 
they advanced by a covered road, and succeeded in 
launching two boats; but the enemy perceived the 
mang@uvre. Immediately the right bank, as if by magic, 
was covered by Royalist troops, and a terrible fire was 
opened against the batteries of San-Auygelo, and against 
the Garibaldians attempting to make the bridge. They 
were obliged toretreat. San Angelo opened ite guns 
and replied with good effect. But this was simply an 
overture to the great event that was to come off on 
the let. 

“The Royalists had made up their minds to attempt 
a decisive blow. They felt they were being surrounded. 
They knew Cialdini was in their rear, steadily advanc- 

ing that Lamoricicre was completely defeated ; and 
that Naples was undefended. At 6 a. m., on the ist 
of October, 16,000 men, of which number 6 000 
were cavalry, left Capua, commanded by General 
Palmieri, with five batteries commanded by Gene-

The 
National Guard of Santa Maria was on foot, but having 
prudently placed their flag in the guardhouse, they 
closed the doors and windows. 

“At noon the roar of the cannon ceased. The 
fire of the musketry at the arches of Santa Maria con- 
tinued unabated. A smile began to play upon the 
lips and the colour to reappear in the dette of many 
triots. At this moment I was told a train was 
eaving for Naples. I left the outposts to write you an 
account of this portion of the battle—the first act 
of the capture of Capua.” 

ITALY. 

The Giornale di Roma, referring to an article of the 
Patrie, in which the tormer journal was accused of not 
having stated the truth when it announced that dip- 
lomatic relations had been interrupted between France 
and Sardinia, declares that it derived its information 
from the official communications made to the Pupe by 
the French Ambassador, and adds that the blockade of 
Ancona was not recognised by the French Government. 

The Espero announces that orders have positively 
been forwarded to General Cialdini to march his corps 
d'armee to Naples with all expedition. The fifth corps 
is to follow as a reserve. The same journal says that 
General Fanti will probably soon resume the portfolio 
of the War Department. 

The Pope's allocution at the last consistory is re- 
marked on by some of the journals in terms of severity. 
As the document does not even allude in the most re- 
mote manner to the recent augmentation of the French 
army in Rome, or to the protection which the Em- 
peror Napoleon accords to the patrimony of St. Peter 
and the residence of Pius IX., the Constitationnel ad- 
verts to that evidently intentional silence with a cer- 
tain bitterness of expression, but finds a cause for con- 
solation “ in the resolution which the Pope a to 
have taken to remain in Rome under the g of that 
powerful Catholic nation whose intentions may be dis- 
regetded, but not its services.” The Debatespeaks of 
the “ great veheme ce“ which characterises the docu- 
ment; and the Siecle declares that a real Christian 
would certainly disavow the language employed : — 

It would be a useless task to point out one by one” 
says our contemporary, all the erroneous allegations 
with which this address is filled, or to blame the terms 
go very unbecoming—so contrary to the majesty of the 
Holy See—which Pope Pius 1X. has thought fit to use. 
Impudence, hypocrisy, falsehood, pillage, impiety, 
spoliation, and brigandage are apparently, to judge 
from this document, the choicest flowers of Roman 
rhetoric.” 

. The Clerical and Legitimist journals published the 
allocution without any observation whatever. 

The Siecle remarks at some length on the report pres 
sented by Count Cavourat the opening of the Pieds 
montese Parliamentary session. It will be seen trom 
the following extract that our contemporary fully 
approves of the language rity — 

For a long time past neither history nor diplomacy 
has had to enregister a document so important as the 
report of Count Cavour on the annexation of the new 
Italian provinces. The question is the constitution of 
a kingdom really new. It is no longer Piedmoat whose 
destinies are at steke, but those of Italy. Twenty-two 
millions of Italians are called on to form one State, and 
a sixth great Power risesinto existence. To whom is 
due the merit of this considerable result, by which the 
face of Europe may be changed ? The report of the 
Sardinian Ministry does not conceal that it is due to 
the principle of non-intervention proclaimed by France, 
and maintained by the attitude of Italy. France, there- 
fore, is foremost in the work of Italian liberty. The 
union of the Sardinian Parliament, the skill of the Cabi- 
net, and the courage of Garibaldi, would hape have 
been useless if the strong hand of France Fal not been 
stretched out to check the enemies of the Italian move- 
ment.“ 

The writer then examines the conduct of Piedmont 
in the late important conjuncture, and comes to the 
conclusion that King Victor Emmanuel could not act 
otherwise than he has done :— 


Could or ought the Sardinian Cabinet to have acted 
otherwise ? The report examines this serious question, 
and, with us, replies that its conduct was dictated by 
prudence and the force of circumstances. In fact, what 
would Pontifical and Neapolitan Italy have shortly be- 
come if a regular eentralising Power had not laid hold of 
the movement and guided it for the advantage of Italy! 
Already counter revolution had loudly declared itself in 
Pontifical Italy; it bad generals and an army who 
talked of nothing less than the restoration of the de- 
throned princes. In Neapolitan Italy, if it was not coun- 
ter-revolution that was threatening, it was divisions 
among men, rivalry of passions, and political diver- 
gences, which distarbed the existing state of things. I. 
those divisions, this rivalry, and those divergencies were 
tolerated, they might become envenomed, and ro „ 
calamity for Italy ; and the power which the Libera- 
tor of Sicily and of Naples has hitherto exercised so 
nobly ran the risk of passing into other hands. It is 
necessary, therefure, for the future welfare of Italy to 
come to a final determination. The moment is de- 
cisive. To-day the happy chance presents itself oi 
being able to unite 22 millions of men under the same 
sceptre, and of making Italy a nation; to-morrow, per- 
paps, it would no longer exist.” 


PRUSSIA, 

The nomination of 18 new life-members of the 
Chamber of Nobles in Prussia, and the grant to 
several towns of the right to be represented in the 
Upper Chamber, have produced a considerable sensa- 
tion in the country. The organ of the feudal party, 
the Kreuz Zeitung, denied, only the day before the 
decree was issued that there was any question of such 
a measure. The nominations which have been made 
are, however, not sufficient to assure to the Govern- 
ment a majority in the Upper Chamber, but they will 
weaken the itiog, and give greater force and 
authority to the Liberal The chief importance 
of the measure is that it will dissipate the illusions 
which the retrograde party have always entertained, 
that at heart the Prince t shared its opinions, 
As a new proof of the Prince’s attachment to constitu- 
tional principles, it will be received with joy and grati- 
tude by the mass of the nation.

DARING ESCAPE OF TUREE PRISUNERS FROM 
HULL GA6L. 


Early on Saturday 1 three prisoners avallag 
their trial at the ecosuing Hull B h Se-sone, most 
vleverly effected their escape from the Hall 
Jail. Their names are Kobert Kershaw, William Henry 
Gibson, and George Smith. Kershaw is 22 years of age, 
and was in custody for. uttering counterfeit coin, Gih- 
gon is 19 years of age, and is by trade a butcher, He 
was in custody on a charge of breaking into a slaaghter- 
house, and stealing a quantity of tallow. Smith is 31
